“What should we 
ever have done without Isabel’s brains? 

“The town of Ruxton would just' 
have to go hungry,” declared Emily 
“With the Ladies Auxiliary suddenly 
limiting our whole committee to ten 
dollars for costumes, and the commit¬ 
tee one and all insisting on looking 
positively stunning on forty cents a- 
piece, we’d have had no supper booth 
at all if Isabel hadn’t remembered at 
the very last minute that it can be the 
very latest style to be old fashioned.” 

“Emily never stops taiking non¬ 
sense!” protested Isabel, laughing, I 
am ever so glad you girls like my 
humble efforts to be artistic and thrifty 
simultaneously, but I can’t take credit 
either for inventing ,f©d and white 
checked gingham or Mother Goose.” 

Isabel’s polite depreciation of her 
own achievements did riot, however, 
check the affectionate and indeed de¬ 
served praise of her companion. The 
bright apron, amply cut and with wide 
strings, had quaint borders of black 
paper silhouettes of Mother Hubbard 
and her dog, of Jack Horner, Miss Muf 
fet and other gastromonic heroes and 
heroines of classic fame, and, though 
the garments were smart and original 
they had cost ony a trifled Worn over 
a plain white dress, with a red and 
white paper mobcap like the sample 
lying on the table, the apron would 
uniform for supper booth attendants 
In many ways Isabel was clever in¬ 
deed. 

“Well, girls,” she resumed in the 
lively, slightly ruthless manner that 
had won for her such a reputation for 
enterprise and judgment, “you’ve all 
approved the cap pattern, and I’ve 
given you all the instructions sent by 
the Ladies Auxiliary.

Yes, we were “greenhorns” in those 
days. A neighbour showed us how to 
assemble the new plough—and even 
he was better at pointing and waving 
his hand. 

Well, we had from three to twenty 
feet of snow that winter, and the 
mean temperature for January was 
“minus thirty”—which is to say that 
it went below ‘ ‘minus fifty” every 
night during that month. One man’s 
cattle starved because he could not 
find his stacks, though he knew about 
where they were in the creek bottom 
and was an “old western rancher.”

We loaded ourselves with sour¬ 
dough, porridge and treacle, and be¬ 
gan that fifty mile furrow through 
the snow. It was about forty as the 
trail went, but those who have tra¬ 
velled around twenty-foot snow d,\. • 
will not question the distance. 

By night we were just eight miles 
from home as the crows flies, having 
•crossed the river, and arrived at a 
two by four shack. The stable was 
just measured for the owner’s four 
oxen and a cow. So we pushed the 
team of sixteen-hundred Clydes in, 
and shu/t the door with a prop. We 
slept beside the kitchen stove, and 
exactly one hour after lying down the 
fire was out, and a pail of water be¬ 
side it too solid to get a drink. (Pro¬ 
hibition). So we sat up and stoked 
till morn. 

Going to the stable first thiner, we 
found it was ‘imlinus fifty” outside 
and “fever heat” inside—so that the 
walls were bulging out, and we opened 
the door to avoid an explosion. 

The next night we slept in a stable 
and ruined the oatsheaves sent out by 
the experimental farm for seed. (We 
happened to be two of us, or this 
would end the story). 

Well, w© had seven days of this, 
only getting thawed out the rught we 
slept at the hotel. The country was 
beautifully level, the only trouble be¬ 
ing that the snow would not hold up 
a sleigh, and the depth of a hole is 
only discovered after getting in too 
far to turn. This is naturally joyful, 
but the temperature was as cream. 

Yes, we got home again, with a f»'W 
groceries and some “baccy” AND the 
first mail and papers for nine weeks. 

Those who are coming this spring, 
noting the vast fortunes we have 
made (with envy) may fail to under¬ 
stand that we did not achieve our 
•present luxurious condition without 
some privation. 

Perhaps some other “green horn” 
will pen us a little yam. Our editor 
is an “old-timer” himself, and as 
Kipling says:—; 

“I have eaten your bread and salt, 

I have drank your water and wine. 
The deaths ye died, I have watched 

beside. 

And the lives that ye led w *re mine.’’ 


The wild strawberry is widely dis¬ 
tributed throughout the world, and 
although the fruit is small it has a 
flavor preferred by many people to 
the garden varieties. 

Varieties in cultivation are very 
numerous, most of them derived from 
the Chilean and Virginian species. All 
of them are good, but some are hard¬ 
ier than others and therefore more 
suitable to our immediate neighbour¬ 
hood. Thhe varieties may be divided 
into two classes. Standard and Ever- 
bearing. Probably the best varieties 
for this district are, Standard Var¬ 
ieties—Warfield (Imp). Sevttor Dun¬ 
lop (per) and Dr. Burrih Everbear¬ 
ing varieties are Progressive (per) 
and Supberb( per). 

Warfield is an old variety and very 
reliable, of robust growth and a heavy- 
cropper. The berries are of medium 
size, smooth, dark red, and excellent 
for canning. 

Senator Dunlop is a very popular 
variety of vigorous growth, hardy and 
produces a large quantity of big dark 
red, glossy berries, studded with 
bright yellow seeds which add greatly 
to its appearance. The fruit is of fine 
form and excellent flavor. These two 
varieties should be planted together 
for colonization. 

Progressive everbearing (per) is a 
strong vigorous grower and a good 
drought resister. The fruit is (medium 
large of a delicious flavor and nearly 
free from adid, making it a general 
favourite. 

Su<pberb Everbearing is a plant of 
low spreading habit, not as produc¬ 
tive as Progressive, but producing 
larger dark red berries of excellent 
flavor from June till late fall. 

Strawberry plants are divided into 
two sexes; small or bisexual and fe¬ 
male or pistillate. The male varieties 
produce blossoms having both male 
and female organs, are self pollen- 
izing and will produce fruit independ¬ 
ently of the female or pistillate var¬ 
ieties. 

The blossoms produced by the fe¬ 
male or pistillate varieties however 
have only female organs and will not 
produce berries unless they are grown 
in close proximity to bisexuals. There 
fore to ensure proper fertilization of 
pistillate varieties every fourth row 
should be planted to a bisexual var¬ 
iety of the same fruiting seacon. 

The standard varieties, generally 
have a shhort fruiting season. July or 
August and produce one crop a year. 

Should a late frost come along 
about the time they are in bloom, say 
in June, the crop for the season would 
be lost. 

The Eevrbearing varieties, how¬ 
ever are different in this respect, and 
it is a very important difference; 
should their first blossoms be de¬ 
stroyed by frost; the plants continue 
bloom and fruit continuously from 
about June until the end of Septem¬ 
ber. 

With other conditions right it would 
not be unreasonable to expect a good 
crop of berries in any ordinary sea¬ 
son. 

The strawberry succeeds best in u 
moderately heavy, rich and thor¬ 
oughly drained soil, with a sunny ex¬ 
posure arid sheltered from cold north 
and west winds.

choose one where the snow lies deep 
in the winter as it affords consider¬ 
able protection and moisture for the 
plants. It is better to be well worked 
in the fall, but where this cannot he 
done is should be performed as early 
in the spring as conditions will per¬ 
mit. The ground should be’ deeply 
dug, a liberal supply of well rotted 
manure thoroughly mixed and packed 
firm. With the rake break up all 
lumps and leave tthe surface even and 
fine ready for setting plants. 

There are several systems of plant¬ 
ing. The matted row, single and 
hedgerow, and the Mil system). Where 
fruit of large size and superior qual¬ 
ity is desired for private use the lat¬ 
ter system is the best. Plants order¬ 
ed from distant nurseries will some- 
suitable for planting. The package i 
should be opened at once to prevent 
the plants from heating of drying out. 
They should he heeled in until they 
can he planted: this is done by mak¬ 
ing a V shaped trench about 8 inches 
deep, shake out tthe plants and place 
in a row in the trench, close together 
keeping the crowns level with thhe 
surface of the graund.. Cover the 
roots with a light covering of soil and 
proceed to place sLnother layer of 
plants until they are all heeled in and 
water thoroughly. 

Set plants in rows IB to 18 inches 
between the plants and 2% to 3 feet 
between the rows. The best tool for 
this purpose is a dibble but a spade 
or trowel can be used with satisfac¬ 
tory results. Makewfroles deep enough 
and large enough to hold the roots 
without doubling them. With the 
left hand take a plant, holding it 
by the crown, drop the roots into the 
hhole keeping the crown level with 
the surface of the ground; with the 
dibble, spade or trowel press the soil 
firmly around so that no air spaces 
will be left between the rootlets. The 
proper depth of planting. If the 
plants are set too deep or too shhal- 
low* they will die. It is therefore of 
the utmost importance that they be 
set out at proper depth. All roots 
should be below, and the crown of 
the plant just level with thhe ground. 

Remove all blossoms and runners 
on Standard varieties the first year. 

Remove te first blooms on Ever- 
bearing varieties and all but two run¬ 
ners which should he laid lengthwise 
in the row. 

Immediately after setting com¬ 
mence cultivation not more than two 
or three inches deep and as close to 
the plants as possible. Keep the, 
surface loose, free from weeds and 
grass. Spread straw or stable man¬ 
ure containing a large proportion of 
straw round the plants, this will help 
retain moisture and keep the fruit off 
the ground. 

If during a spell of hot, dry weath¬ 
er the plants begin to suffer for want 
of moisture and watering must be 
resorted to, the best plan is to make 
a hole with a posthole auger or crow¬ 
bar, between every two plants, from 
1 lo 1^ feet deep and fill with water, 
preferably in thhe evening, when the 
water has soaked in fill up the holes. 

Strawberry plants for all their size 
produce a very large aimlount of fruit 
and they naturally require a corres¬ 
ponding amount of plant food. Com 
mercial fertilizers are good and easy 
of application, but a simpler less ex¬ 
pensive and more satisfactory plan 
is to take a pail of fresh manure, put 
it into a gunny sack and allow it to 
soak in a barrel of water, making 
liquid manure.
